LARGE AUDIENCE HEARS 
SOPRANO 

The graduation recital of Kath¬ 
leen Stack, L.R.S.M., soprano, of 
Calgary, Alberta, and pupil of Dr. 
Ernesto Vinci, of the Halifax Con¬ 
servatory of Music, was held last 
evening at the Lord Nelson Hotel 
before a large audience. 

Miss 'Stack revealed, in a pro¬ 
gram commencing with ‘‘With Ver¬ 
dure Clad” from Haydn’s “Crea¬ 
tion”, followed by “Non So Pio 
Cosa Son”, from “The Marriage of 
Figaro” by Mozart, and ranging 
through German, French, Spanish, 
Italian and English music, a voice 
of delicacy and clarity, which com¬ 
bined with an artistic and express¬ 
ive temperament, made her recital 
very appealing. 

Her artistry and the lyric flow of 
her voioe was particularly effective 
in the Schumann songs, including 
“Der Nussbaum” and “Widmung”’, 
as well as in “Stanchen” by Strauss, 
and “Virgin’s Slumber Song” by 
Reger. The clarity of her enuncia¬ 
tion was perfect at all times, and 
very lovely and effective in Wintter 
Watte’ “The Little Shepherd’s, 
Song” and “The Rose Enslaves the 
» Nightingale” by Rimsky-Korsa- 
kow. In Rachmaninoff’s “Floods of 
Spring” she rose to a fine climax of 
freedom and feeling as well as in 
Rossini’s “La (Danza” which 
brought hes an enthusiastic out-, 
burst of applause to which she res¬ 
ponded with “The Laughing Brook” 
a charming song in which her deli¬ 
cacy and artistry had a delightful 
effect. Her voice was flowing and 
beautifully clear in “Ouvre Tbn 
Obradors’ “Consejo” and effective 
in “Una Voce Focca Fa”, from 
Rossini’s “The Barber of -Seville.” 

Elsie MacAloney, B.Mus. (Dal.) 
played her accompaniments with 
brilliancy, artistry and lovely tone 
color. 

Isabel Goodyer, pianist, and Lin¬ 
da Hann, violinist, assisted Miss 
Stack. Linda Hann played Tor 
Aulin’s “Berceuse” with singing 
tone and feeling and Bach’s 
“Loure” with artistry and appeal. 
Isabel Goodyer played Moszkow- 
ski’s “Valse Opus 34, No. 1” with 
brilliancy, colorful tone and artis¬ 
tic feeling for the picturesque, im¬ 
aginative music.

Clothing Collection Is a Step 
in Constructive Action 

“If we 'ail them, we J betray the 
ideals for which millions gave thei- 
lives,” warns John D. .Dower, of 
Edmonton, Alta., in urging full 
participation by the people of Can¬ 
ada in the forthcoming National 
Collection for liberated countries 
which takes place from October 1 
to 20. His is one of dozens of te- 
poits reaching National Headquar¬ 
ters in Ottawa. \ 

Mr. Dower, who is president(fci 
the Edmonton branch, Canadian 
Institute of International Affairs, 
points to the record of the second 
masajd sasod puu ‘j«m PIJOivi 
duty of all men of thought and 
goodwill. Says he: “For six years 
we have bent all our efforts toward 
destruction. It has been a grim 
and bitter job, but the defeat of 
enemies of civilization has been 
ample reward. Now we are being 
given an opportunity to work to¬ 
ward reconstruction. The Nation¬ 
al Clothing Collection offers to 
each of us the chance to give di¬ 
rect aid to the scores of millions 
left destitute, by war. Destruction 
or. a mass scale is sensational and 
awe-inspiring; donating old clothes 
is prosaic in comparison Yet it 
symbolizes the quiet determined 
effort of men‘of goodwill every¬ 
where to bring peace and healing 
where there has been only pain and 
suffering.” 

Of Canadians he says: “There is 
no question in my mind as to the 
success of the National Clothing. 
I know that every Canadian who wii 
respond will be measured by the ex 
tent of our common humanity. The 
war has taught a lesson which 
should have burned itself into the 
minds of all of us. That we can no 
longer escape from the responsi¬ 
bilities imposed upon us by a 
shrinking globe.

Human Touch of 
Salvation Army 


On the Home Front the Salva¬ 
tion Army conducts continual ser¬ 
vice along more avenues than is 
realized. The Human Touch and 
Understanding Heart of this great 
Army reach many desolate people. 
It is to continue this work that the 
present Home Front campaign is 
in progress. 

For 55 years the Salvation Army 
has been seeking missing persons, 
last year the Men’s Social Depart 
ment found 355 of the 606 men 
sought, and 104’ out of 182 women 
have been found. Other cases still 
incomplete may be successfully 
concluded before long. 

In connection also with the 
Men’s Social Department is the 
administration of industrial work¬ 
shops in all large cities. These are 
for rehabilitation of men otherwise 
unemployable and have brought 
purpose to many lives. 

During the past year the care of. 
1286 men from prison was entrust¬ 
ed to the Army. There were many 
others restored to home and for¬ 
mer employment. 

There are three Receiving 
Homes and eleven Maternity 
homes under the women’s Social 
Service department. Thesp homes 
care for girls who have yielded to 
temptation, have lost their job>, or 
^remanded to Army care Ti%m po¬ 
lice courts.

some security that wheat prices will not collapse for 
five years at least and they can plan their start with 
a measure of confidence. It also has its advantages 
to older farmers whose greatest apprehension has 
been demoralization of farm prices. 

In the light of present export prices of $1.55 a 
bushel,there has been some argument that-the floor 
price should be set at $1.26. But the government may 
see too much risk in setting such a minimum. If 
the export demand should slacken in the 6-year per¬ 
iod, as it might possibly do, the general taxpayers of 
Canada would be called on to make up the deficit re¬ 
quired for the guarantee. But it is government hope 
that by setting a reasonable price to the purchasing 
nations which are now in great need, these countries 
may continue their purchasing. Any hold-up price 
would turn them to domestic, wheat production as 
quickly as possible and mean loss of market to this 
country. It is hoped by asking only fair prices in 
their hour of need, to establish a continuing market 
after their productiveness has been, more nearly re¬ 
stored. A Sir price for the highest quality wheat in 
the world should incline them favorably to keep on 
buying Candian wheat. , 

No specific announcement has been made as to 
whether the quota system would be continued in Can¬ 
ada if all the wheat produced in the west were re¬ 
quired. But farm groups favor the quota system as 
providing a more orderly method of delivery and giv¬ 
ing farmers more of a year-round evenue. * Quotas 
have had general approval, in contrast .with the 
“feast and famine” regime of the good old days. In 
those times the flood of wheat went on the markat 
in the fall, and the year’s-revenue was realized, and 
often spent in one season. 

The whole value of the new- legislation authorizing 
$1.00 floor price for wheat is based on the prices of 
goods which must be bought. If these are held on a 
par with the farmer’s main source of revenue, it 
should be satisfactory.

FIVE YEAR ASSURANCE 


/CANADA Wheat Board assurance that wheat will 
not be permitted to go below a minimum of one 
dollar gives farmers a basis on which they can plan 
their future. It will be recalled thait “dollar wheat” 
was the cry ot the thirties, the height of ambition at 
that time, calculated to iron out prairie problems if • 
it could be realizdft. 

Cost of living and of farm operation have increas¬ 
ed to some degree so that dollar wheat does not 
loom up as attractively as it would have done in de¬ 
pression years. 

But there is a general feeling of satisfaction in the 
solid assurance that at no time in the next five years 
will wheat which is bought by the Canada Wheat 
board go below that minimum. The farmer is guar¬ 
anteed that he will not produce at a loss, and he may 
produce at satisfactory profit. That Is, unless prices 
4n farm equipment and other necessities get out of 
hdnd, and there is no indication that price controls 
will be removed for a time. 

This assurance should mean a good deal to the 
servicemen who are going on the land. They have

There are men who saw service in England but no 
combat service. There are instructors who remain¬ 
ed in Canada to train future fighters, often against 
their own will. There are men who did not volunteer 
for overseas’ service, because they felt that the 
whole principle in force in Canada was wrong. It 
is impossible to pass judgment on the nature of a 
man’s service or sacrifice without a complete case 
history of the individual. , 

The greatest danger lies in encouraging preju¬ 
dices which would in the long run work to the detri¬ 
ment of servicemen themselves. Allied under the 
broad coverage of the Canadian Legion, the veterans 
of the two great wars can be a powerful influence, 
working primarily for justice for returned men. and 
also working for justice for all fellow citizens. There 
are forces in Canada, as elsewhere, which would 
welcome disruptive elements in veteran strength so 
that the principles for which they stand could be 
ignored. 

It is up to veterans themselves to close forces and 
stand together on large issues, ignoring smaller 
questions which tend to keep them apart.

Money May Cause 
Delinquency 


Teachers of 
< Foothills Div,

(NOTE—This is the third of a 
series by this well-known author¬ 
ity, written expressly for the 
Weekly Press of the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces). 

In any consideration of a produc¬ 
tion plan for the Prairie Provinces 
we immediately face the question 
of the relative importance of 
grains and livestock, and the 
means by which we can combine 
the two to best advantage. We 
want to utilize our different soils 
to best advantage, make the most 
useful contribution to the world’s 
food pile, and at ‘ the same time 
maintain our land in good condi¬ 
tion for future generations. 

We should aim to develop our 
production in accordance with the 
natural advantages and limitations 
of each soil zone and probable 
world demands for different types 
of food products. With respect to 
the latter there arh many unknown 
quantities at the present time. It 
is certain, however, that there arq 
approximately two and one quar¬ 
ter billion people in the world and 
that a large percentage of Ahese 
should be better fed than they-have 
been in the past. World food sup¬ 
plies have been long on starch and 
short on protein. To balance the 
world diet more livestock, dairy, 
and poultry products will be re¬ 
quired. Reports presented at the 
United Nations Food and Agricul¬ 
ture- Conference indicated that 
practically all countries would have 
-to increase the volume of these 
products if their people were to be 
properly fed. There is a limit to 
the increases that can take place 
in certain densely populated coun¬ 
tries and increases that do take 
place .will be at the expense of 
wheat production. 

If would seem that western far¬ 
mers may look for a reasonable 
outlet for livestock and dairy pro¬ 
ducts in the long term and that a 
withdrawal of lands from wheat 
production in certain European 
countries will Establish an outlet 
for larger quantities of our wheat 
than were required during the im¬ 
mediate pre-war, “self-sufficiency” 
period. 

In connection with wheat pro¬ 
duction, our aim should be to con¬ 
fine attention to this crop in the 
areas which have been proven cap¬ 
able of growing wheat of the high¬ 
est quality. High protein content 
has always set the standard for ex¬ 
port wheat and the reputation of 
Western Canadian wheat was es¬ 
tablished on this basis. The with¬ 
drawal from Wheat production on 
lands which do not produce high- 
protein wheat would assist in 
maintaining the reputation of this 
product and keep the volume with¬ 
in the limits of export demand. 

Large areas of our prairie soils 
are well adapted to the production 
of coarse grains of the best quali¬ 
ty. We may expect that some 
coarse grains will move from the 
Wesfto the East to assist in main¬ 
taining the livestock population on 
eastern farms and some will be 
exported to other countries for 
milling, brewing and other uses. 
As a long term policy, however, we 
should plan to convert the bulk of 
our coarse grains into livestock 
products on western farms. This 
will be particularly true the far¬ 
ther the location is from terminal 
shipping facilities. Western farnm 
are a long way from the ultimate 
consumer and we must, as far as 
possible, ship our products in the 
most concentrated form. For ex¬ 
ample, 1,600 pounds of coarse 
grains can be moved in the form of 
one 450-pound bale of Wiltshire 
bacon. « / 

The bulk of our undeveloped 
lands in Western Canada are in 
the wooded soil areas. These lands 
are well suited to the production of 
forage crops, particularly legumes 
on these soils, yield well.. Such 
crops will, in the main, require to 
be marketed through livestock. We 
should look to a stable type of mix¬ 
ed fanning under such conditions. 

If we face up to natural condi¬ 
tions of soil and climate and the 
long land and ocean haul which the 
bulk of our surplus food products 
have to undergo before reaching 
the consumer, we see that our 
prairie agricultural economy 
should lean in the direction of live¬ 
stock production. Emphasis on this 
type of farming enterprise will call 
for increased capital expenditure. 
The thought occurs that money set 
aside in such a form as Victory 
Bonds, or other war-time savings, 
which may be utilized over the 
next few years can assist in estab¬ 
lishing livestock holdings and de¬ 
veloping a proper mixed' farming 
laydut. A shift.from wheat in ar¬ 
eas not suited to this crop may 
shrink the cash returns temporar¬ 
ily, Savings will relieve the situa¬ 
tion during the transition stage. 

In my next article I shall discuss 
how we may fit into beef and dairy 
production. 


Lt. Col. Tutte If Toronto,. Cana¬ 
dian public relation's secretary for 
the Salvation Army, spoke recently 
on social Service. 

“Many evils today because of 
more money rather than too little 
Juvenile delinquency, so serious 
now, is in many cases, due to 
young people having more money 
than is good for.them.

“In majority of cases requir-ing 
sociaT^ervices assistance, need of 
money by the individual was not 
the basis for trouble,” said Col. 
Tutte. “People with plenty of mon-. 
ey get into serious difficulties and 
the help of the trained and under¬ 
standing social worker is the an-_ 
swer.” 

Mass treatment in social servi¬ 
ces was a failure and if govern¬ 
ments were to assume control of 
every form of social service, offic¬ 
ialism soon would kill it and the 
national consequences would be 
disastrous, said Col. Tutte. There 
were too many exceptions in peo¬ 
ple for classification. Thought, ef¬ 
fort and infinite pains with the in¬ 
dividual was the only way to re¬ 
deem fallen human nature.
